1 . Acknowledgment is made of Amendment filed October 23, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 8-14, 18-22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Fahraeus (US 6,502,756). 

Re claims 1, 11-14, 21-22 and 24: Fahraeus teaches a method comprising 
recording identification information of an electronic application with a pen (1 1 in 
fig. 6) when the pen is moved across an identification (ID) icon on a hardcopy 
representation (sheet 1 or menu) of the electronic application on a piece of paper (i.e., 
printing a MENU on sheet 1 as shown in figs. 2 and 9; col. 18, line 66 through col. 19, 
line 4), the ID icon (i.e., the alternatives, such as, "Vegetable Soup," "Smoked Salmon 
Toast," "Veal Oscar," etc. as shown in fig. 9) being unique to the electronic- 
application/menu (col. 20, lines 1-10); 

recording one or more edits made with the pen on the hardcopy representation 
after recording the identification information, by recording movements of the pen with 
respect to a printed pattern on the piece of paper (e.g., "If, for example, the customer 
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orders two smoked salmon toasts, a two is written in front of the smoked salmon toast 
alternative..." col. 19, line 58 through col. 20, line 10; col. 17, line 49 through col. 18, 
line 60); and 

automatically sending the one or more edits made on the hardcopy 
representation, via wireless transmission, to a computer system to be automatically 
incorporated into an electronic version of the hardcopy representation at the computer 
system (e.g., "If, for example, the customer orders two smoked salmon toasts, a two is 
written in front of the smoked salmon toast alternative. The two is recorded digitally by 
means of the device and is transferred to the kitchen..." col. 19, line 58 through col. 20, 
line 10; col. 18, lines 23-59). 

Re claims 8 and 18: Wherein the alternatives, such as, "Vegetable Soup," 
"Smoked Salmon Toast," "Veal Oscar," etc. is printed in a corner of the hardcopy 
representation (see fig. 9). 

Re claims 9 and 19: Fahraeus teaches the identification information (e.g., the 
"MENU" in fig. 9) is on the paper at a location that does not include any portion of the 
printed pattern (5 in fig. 9). 

Re claims 10 and 20: Fahraeus teaches the field (3) comprising a pattern of dots.
